HOUR GALE. 


BID FOR OCTOBER 
RAIN RECORD. 


WIDESPREAD DAMAGE. 
SHIPPING MENACED. 


Terrific gales, accompanied in 
many districts by alarming floods, 
formed the main theme of yester- 
day's weather reports, and fgured 
almost as prominently in the fore- 
casts for the immediate future. 

Already the rainfall for the month 
is within a fraction of the record 
achieved in 1879, and the experts 
are convinced that the remaining 
four days will see downpours as 
heavy as any yet experienced. 

The total for the month registered 
at Kew is bin., as against 5.8in. in 1879. 

At Plymouth, yesterday, the gale at- 
tained the tremendous velocity of 90 
miles an hour, while towering seas, 
whipped up by the force of the wind, 
were a serious menace to shipping. 

Aldershot was the scene of terrifying 
havoc, many iarge trees being torn up 
by the storm which reached the town 
in the early hours of the morning. 

A conservatory at Government House 
was smashed by a falling tree, while 
the Clock House, the oldest building in 
Aldershot, was just missed by another. 

Mr. Gippy. the occupant of a house 
in St. Michael's-rd., had a narrow 
escape when a chimney pot was sen* 
crashing through the roof of the 
dwelling. 

Slates were torn from houses in Ash- 
rd., where considerable damage was 
done to windows, 

TROPICAL. DOWNPOUR. 

Many telegraph and telephone wires 
are down in the neighbourho »] of Bris- 
tol, with consequent great delay in 
communication. 

Ten hours’ continuous rain and a 
tearing wind have brought the Thames 
valley within measurable distance of 
serious floods, the level of the water 
at Shepperton being already a foot 
above normal, while the river is still 
rising. 

Much damage was done at Bourn- 
mouth by a terrific storm experienced 
during the night. 

Many ships put into Cowes to shel- 
ter from the fierce south-westerly gale. 

The Lianelly steamer, Afondvey. 
bound from Dieppe to Cardiff, en- 
countered fierce storms in the Eng- 
lish Channel, and on arriving at 
Cowes reported the loss of one of the 
deck hands, who was swept overboard 
in a heavy sea which rendered rescue 
impossible. 

The Pt th schooner X!sa lost her 
anchor off Dungeness and was assisted 
into Dover in a damaged condition.
